AATC Upgrades Turbine Engine Equipment 


Equipment recently acquired by 
Alabama Aviation and Technical College 
in Ozark will allow students expanded 
hands-on experience with engines used on 
today’s aircraft. 

Six J-60-P Pratt & Whitney turbine 
engines and a TF-41 fan type engine were 
obtained through the Surplus Property 
Division of the Alabama Department of 
Economic and Community Affairs. The 
purchase was made during the first half of 
1994, according to William Dunn, 
Chairman of the Aviation Maintenance 
Technology Department at AATC. 

The J-60-Ps will provide an opportuni¬ 
ty for aviation maintenance technology stu¬ 
dents to disassemble and inspect a jet 
engine used on corporate aircraft. Students 
will use fiber optics to inspect the internal 
parts of the T-41 engine to gain a better 


understanding of fan type engines. A sec¬ 
ond T-41 engine was purchased for 
AATC’s Off-Campus Center in Mobile. 

The Aviation Maintenance 
Technology Department now boasts a total 
of 21 turbine engines. AMT instructor Bob 
Lee said the School’s engines are identical 
to ones used on common aircraft such as 
Beech King Air airplanes, UH-1 series 
helicopters, and Aerospecial Dolphin 
Helicopters, 

in another important acquisition, 
Northwest Airlines donated a thrust revers- 
er from a Boeing 727 to AATC. The equip¬ 
ment, valued at over $80,000, works by 
slowing a plane to an acceptable handling 
speed during landing, thereby reducing 
wear on brakes and landing gear. 
Incidentally, four AATC alumni helped 
build this particular thrust reverser. 


Bevill State Accepted in New Funding Cycle 


Bevill State has been notified of its 
acceptance in the new funding cycle for 
federally supported Educational Talent 
Search programs. The new funding cycle 
will begin September 1 and continue 
through August 31, 1999. With first-year 
funding at $195,949, college officials antic¬ 
ipate five-year funding to exceed $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

These funds will enable Bevill State to 
provide needed additional career and edu¬ 


cational counseling services to area stu¬ 
dents, beginning as early as the sixth grade. 
Program participants will be assisted 
through the twelfth grade, when partici¬ 
pants will receive financial aid counseling 
and assistance in obtaining scholarships. 
Project personnel will be placed at all 
Bevill State campuses to maintain close, 
continuing contact with all school systems 
in the six counties served.

Drake Offers Test 

Drake State has been approved by the 
Environmental Protection Agency as a test 
site for HVACR (Heating, Ventilation, Air 
Conditioning & Refrigeration) service tech¬ 
nicians. The certification test is required by 
Section 608 of the Clean Air Act which 
covers every use and size of air condition¬ 
ing and refrigeration equipment, from 
household to large commercial. 

This testing is part of a first-ever 
mandatory certification program which 
links certification with the ability to buy 
refrigerants or work on systems involving 
refrigeration recovery or recycling. Cer¬ 
tification will be available for small appli¬ 
ance and high/low pressure equipment. The 
test is given monthly on the Drake campus.

Upon completion of the course, stu¬ 
dents will be eligible to enter the second 
year of Southern Union’s registered nursing 
program and to complete the degree in only 
three additional quarters. Southern Union’s 
mobility option is unique because it allows 
students to receive credit for three quarters 
of work in one quarter.

Athens State Progresses toward New Library 


ft seems that finally, after many years 
of planning, the first free-standing library 
in the history of Athens College will be¬ 
come a reality. President Jerry Bartlett pre¬ 
sented a $3,250,000 proposal to the Slate 
Board of Education to complete the bond 
issue process for $2.5 million and kick off 
a $750,000 capital campaign. Last month 
the Foundation Board began its drive with 
$177,790 in hand. 

The library planning committee, com¬ 
prised of faculty, staff and alumni, is meet¬ 
ing on an ongoing basis to determine the 


specifics about the library structure. With 
the budget available. Dr. Bartlett indicated 
the library would be approximately 30,000 
square feet. One of the most significant 
portions of the library will be the comput¬ 
erization of the holdings. The facility will 
be “computer friendly” complete with all 
the wiring and necessary equipment for a 
state-of-the-art facility. 

The architectural structure of the facil¬ 
ity will be in keeping with the rest of the 
historic campus, according to President 
Bartlett. 


Merger Approved 


The Southern Association of Colleges 
and Schools has cleared the way for 
Southern Union State Junior College to 
merge with Opelika State Technical 
College by approving the final report 
required for accreditation in June. “This 
represents the last and the highest hurdle 
which had to be cleared prior to finalizing 
the merger,” Southern Union president Dr. 
Roy Johnson explained. 

A SACS committee spent three days in 
March visiting Southern Union and mea¬ 
suring it against criteria. An extremely 
favorable report was submitted. Johnson 
commended employees for accomplishing 
the final task promptly and efficiently with 
a “positive attitude and cooperative spirit.” 


Drug-Abuse Grant 

Sparks State Technical College has 
received a two-year, $127,750 grant to 
begin a substance abuse education program 
called Project LEAD (Leaming/Edueation 
to Avoid Drugs). The grant will be funded 
through the federal FIPSE (Fund for the 
Improvement of Postsecondary Education). 
The project’s primary purpose is to prevent 
drug and alcohol use in the community 
through education programs and through 
peer influence groups. Project LEAD was 
scheduled to begin on September 1 and will 
be staffed by a project coordinator and sec¬ 
retary, who will work closely with commu¬ 
nity organizations and local schools to 
improve drug education and prevention 
efforts in this area. 


Telecourses Attractive 
at Calhoun College 

A growing number of students at 
Calhoun Community College find the 
Telecourse Program a convenient, attractive 
option for extremely busy individuals. 
According to program director Chris Ham¬ 
ilton, 60% of telecourse students indicate 
they do not have time to attend regular col¬ 
lege classes, and 34% take telecourses to 
better combine college with family. 

Telecourses are comprehensive, pre¬ 
recorded courses that include video/audio 
cassettes, student study guides, textbooks, 
and other materials. Although unique, tele¬ 
courses provide the same academic rigor 
and quality as traditional courses. Dr. Fran¬ 
ces Moss, a music instructor at Calhoun, 
says telecourse students are afforded the 
same challenges as those in regular classes. 


Times Editor Speaks 

“How the News Media Can Shape the 
Public Agenda” was the topic of Michael 
A. Lewis, an Alabama native and editor of 
the New York Times, as he addressed stu¬ 
dents, faculty and members of the commu¬ 
nity at Jefferson State Community College.

This program was begun in 
1992 through the efforts of Mr. Gallo, who 
was general manager of Bama Foods, and 
Jefferson State. The program was initially 
funded by Bama Foods and a grant from 
the Economic Development Partnership of 
Alabama and Alabama Power Foundation. 
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Bishop State Opens 
Assessment Center 

About 4,000 applicants are expected to 
be screened this year for the Job Training 
Partnership Program at the Bishop State 
Community College Assessment Center, 
which opened July 1. Center coordinator is 
Catherine Perine. Funded by the Mobile 
Consortium Job Training Partnership 
Act/Private Industry Council, it is operated 
through Bishop State’s Training for 
Business and Industry Department. The 
center will help ensure that enough eligible 
individuals take advantage of JTPA. 

The center plays the role of recruiter, 
evaluator, tester and development strategist. 
It also conducts case management in refer¬ 
rals and follow-up services to help ensure 
JTPA participants succeed, said Dr. Conrad 
Smith, director of Training for Business and 
Industry at Bishop State. 

Data Network Helps 
Teach Bevill Students 

A sophisticated networking system of 
the Library/Learning Resources Centers at 
Bevill State is enhancing educational 
opportunities for the growing student body. 

Employing the latest technology in 
data networking, Bevill State is linking the 
library/learning resource center on each of 
its campuses. Through this link, students 
are reaping the benefits of three libraries. 
As a result of the merger of Walker State 
Technical College, Brewer State Junior 
College, and the Hamilton Campus of 
Northwest Alabama Community College, 
the new Bevill State Community College 
has three libraries with distinct collections. 

The T1 telephone data link allows 
immediate access of library holdings and is 
suitable for future distance learning via 
interactive video. “This system is on the 
cutting edge of technology for communica¬ 
tion networking,” said Tyrone T. Webb, 
director of learning resources at the Walker 
Campus. “By having all three campuses 
networking together, all of our students 
have greater access to collections for both 
recreational and instructional research.”

Stars. He was drafted by the Milwaukee 
Brewers last season but will attend South¬ 
eastern Louisiana University along with 
Warhawk third baseman and Baton Rouge 
native Chris Benesta.
